Safety is key to having 
a merry Christmas 

Every year in the United States Christmas tree fires cause $13 million in property 
damage. 

The contributing factors are: tree dryness, electrical malfunction with lights and 
poorly located heating sources (open flames). 

The American Christmas Tree Association offers several tips that can help prevent 
fires. 



- Fresh trees are less likely to catch fire. When buying, look for a tree that has vibrant 
green needles that are hard to pluck and don’t break easily from the branches. The tree 
should not be shedding its needles. 

- Always place the tree away from heat sources like fireplaces, radiators, candles, heat 
vents or lights, and keep the tree base filled with water to avoid a dry out. 

- Make sure all indoor and outdoor Christmas lights have been tested in a lab by the UL 
or ETL/ITSNA for safety. Damaged lights should be thrown out. 

- Outdoor lights must be labeled suitable for exterior placement, and must be plugged 
into a ground-fault circuit interrupter protected receptacle. 

- Holiday candles should be kept away from Christmas trees, surround furniture and 
decor. 

- Bedtime means lights off. 

Beattyville/Lee County Fire Chief Hargis Ross says that most people now use artifi¬ 
cial trees, but there can still be problems. A short in a light can cause a fire especially 
if tinsel is next to it. 

The cotton material at the base of the tree is “extremely flammable.” 

He says that people must be careful not to overload circuits, and to be sure their ex¬ 
tension cords are heavy-duty. 

If people are using their chimneys they should not bum paper and boxes in the fire¬ 
places. They cause flames to shoot high and catch the creosote that builds up to catch 
fire. 

Also, he suggests that people double-check the batteries in their smoke alarms. 

Ross says that the department’s facebook page has numerous safety tips, and suggests 
people read them. 


Two up for sentencing 

Court moved to Wednesday 

Two people were scheduled to be sentenced this Wednesday (December 18), after 
Lee Circuit Court was moved from this upcoming Friday (December 20). 

Wendell Alan Turner was to be sentenced on two counts of first-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance. 

Olympia Ross was to be sentenced in two cases. In one, she was charged with one 
county of first-degree trafficking in a controlled substance. The other case had Ross 
charged with theft of a controlled substance, possession of a controlled substance in the 
third degree and drug paraphernalia. 

In all, 38 cases were to be heard by Circuit Judge Tom Jones. 


KRCC hopes for more 
mental health funding 

ICentucky River Community Care (KRCC), the primary provider of mental 
health services in this part of Eastern Kentucky, is looking at applying for part of 
up to $50 million the federal government is going to invest in mental health care in 
rural areas. 

Donia Shuhaiber, KRCC spokesperson, told the Enterprise Tuesday, “We think 
this is a very important allocation of funds and continue to watch for announce¬ 
ments for applications.” 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture (USDA) announced the funding last week, 
saying that it would be released over the next three years. 

“The funding will be used for the construction, expansion, or equipping of rural 
mental health facilities and will be provided through the Community Facilities di¬ 
rect loan program,” the USDA said in a press release. 

Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack said, “These funds can also help expand and 
improve upon the services already offered by mental health facilities in rural com¬ 
munities, many of which increasingly are focused on helping military veterans.” 

The release said that the announcement builds on steps the Obama Administration 
“has already taken to reduce the stigma associated with seeking help for mental ill¬ 
ness, and to ensure that millions more individuals have health insurance that covers 
mental health and substance use disorder services at parity with medical and surgi¬ 
cal benefits.” 


Owsley Sheriff gets clean audit 

Owsley County SherifFKelly Shouse’s office has been given a clean bill of 
health for its 2012 tax settlement, according to the state auditor’s office. 

The only comment of non-compliance was that the office lacks adequate segre¬ 
gation of duties. That is a comment the auditors often have about public offices in 
small counties. 

The comment says that the bookkeeper maintains the ledgers, deposits the collec¬ 
tions, collects funds from customers, and prepares checks. 

The auditors recommend that the sheriff should “periodically compare daily bank 
deposit to the daily tax collection printout. Any differences should be reconciled.” 

Shouse’s response was, “We do the best we can with limited funds.”

SOAR changed the conversation 


Like many, we have high 
hopes that SOAR will live up 
to its name. 

But even if it sputters, 
Democrat Steve Beshear and 

Republican Hal 
Rogers have 
done Eastern 
Kentucky a 
huge favor by 
making it safe 
to talk about 
something other 
than coal. 

For that, all 
Kentuckians 
should be grate¬ 
ful. 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances, changing the subject 
wouldn’t be such a big deal. 
But in the charged and bitter 
atmosphere fomented by an 
expensive coal industry cam¬ 
paign, a rational discussion 
of the region’s future had be¬ 
come too risky — a treason¬ 
ous act in the “war on coal.” 

It’s now hard to imagine 
backsliding into that ridicu¬ 
lous dead-end — not after 
1,700 people answered the 
bipartisan call from the gov¬ 
ernor and congressman to 
convene in Pikeville Monday 
for none other than a rational 
discussion of the region’s fu¬ 
ture. 

At summit’s end, Beshear and 
Rogers promised to keep the 
effort going. The Rural Poli¬ 
cy Research Institute, which 
is coordinating Shaping Our 
Appalachian Region, has 30 
days to distill the summit’s 
ideas into writing.

And Beshear committed to 
supporting some kind of ad¬ 
ministrative structure to carry 
forward what Rogers called a 
“plan of action.” 



Shaping Our Appalachian Region 


Five months ago, we called 
on Beshear and Rogers to 
take the lead in shaping a 
future for the region as the 
coal industry sank deeper 
into decline. Former Appala¬ 
chian Regional Commission 
head A1 Smith, historian Ron 
Eller and, most courageously, 
state Rep. Leslie Combs, D- 
Pikeville, elaborated on the 
region’s need for leadership 
in commentaries published 
on these pages. 

But honestly we never ex¬ 
pected Beshear and Rogers 
to respond with anything as 
impressive as SOAR already 
has been. Impressive if for no 
other reason than that for a 
day people united around the 
vision of a healthy, prosper¬ 
ous, diverse region. 

Back in July, we said smart 
discussions about the future 
would have to take place un¬ 
der the noise of the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate race. About that we were 


right. 

Republican Sen. Mitch 
McConnell and his allies, in¬ 
cluding the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce which is running 

TV ads for Mc¬ 
Connell, are de¬ 
termined to keep 
dividing people 
by pounding the 
“war on coal” 
drum. McCon¬ 
nell held his own 
anti-Environ- 
mental Protection 
Agency meeting 
in Pikeville last 
week three days 
Rogers-Beshear 


before the 
summit. 

McConnell wants voters 
to believe that a GOP victory 
will reverse the market and 
geological forces that have 
rendered Eastern Kentucky 
coal uncompetitive in price. 

In an October commentary 
in the Herald-Leader, McCo- 
nnnell referred to “the good¬ 
paying jobs that only coal 
can provide.” Coal provides 
fewer than one percent of 
Kentucky’s jobs. 

Kentuckians should won¬ 
der what McConnell thinks of 
their abilities if only coal can 
be the source of good pay. 

Kentuckians also should 
ask, why — after 30 years 
with McConnell representing 
them, the last five as the Sen¬ 
ate’s most powerful Republi¬ 
can — Eastern Kentucky re¬ 
mains a deeply impoverished 
place, dependent on a single 
declining industry.

AG Conway calls for tamper-resistant versions 
of generic prescription pain relievers 


Attorney General Jack Con¬ 
way today joined 42 state and 
territorial attorneys general 
in sending a letter to the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion (FDA) urging it to re¬ 
quire manufacturers of gener¬ 
ic prescription pain relievers 
to develop tamper-resistant 
versions of their products. 
General Conway co-spon¬ 
sored the letter with Florida 
Attorney General Pam Bondi, 
Georgia Attorney General 
Sam Olens, Maine Attorney 
General Janet Mills and Mis¬ 
souri Attorney General Chris 
Koster. 

“Prescription drug abuse 
is destroying families across 
the Commonwealth,” Gen¬ 
eral Conway said. “Requiring 
abuse-deterrent formulations 
for generic opioids is a com¬ 
mon sense improvement that 
provides us another important 
tool to help fight this epidem¬ 
ic.” 

In their letter, the bipartisan 
coalition of attorneys general 
thanked the FDA for their re¬ 
cent efforts to require abuse- 
deterrent formulations for 
branded opioid drugs. How¬ 
ever, they also urged the FDA 
to go even further by ensuring 
that generic opioids, like their 
branded counterparts, have 
abuse-deterrent properties. 

“Accordingly, the under¬ 
signed State Attorneys Gen¬ 
eral respectfully request that 
the FDA provide clear and fair 
regulatory standards for the 
incorporation of abuse-deter¬ 
rent technologies into generic 
opioids,” the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Attorneys General 
(NAAG) letter reads. 

General Conway and Flor¬ 
ida Attorney General Pam 
Bondi co-chair the NAAG 
Substance Abuse Committee. 

Attorneys general across the 
country remain in the national 
forefront combating prescrip¬ 
tion abuse by sponsoring 
prescription drug-take back 
efforts, spearheading legis¬ 
lative and law enforcement 
initiatives in their respective 
jurisdictions, and mandating 
state level prescription drug 
monitoring programs.

Prescription Drug Diversion 
Efforts 

General Conway launched 
Kentucky’s first and only 
statewide Prescription Drug 
Abuse Prevention Task Force 
in August of 2009. The task 
force has been involved in 
more than 430 prescription 
drug diversion investigations, 
including Operation Flamin¬ 
go Road, the state’s largest 
prescription drug bust that 
resulted in the arrest of more 
than 500 people. 

General Conway also 
worked closely with Gover¬ 
nor Beshear, House Speaker 
Stumbo, Senate President 
Stivers and other lawmakers 
to win passage of landmark 
legislation in 2012 to prevent 
the abuse and diversion of 
prescription pills in the Com¬ 
monwealth. Since passage 
of HB 1, overdose deaths in 
Kentucky declined for the 
first time in a decade, and half 
of the state’s pain manage¬ 
ment clinics have closed their 
doors. 

Additionally, the latest 
report from the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration 
(SAMHSA) shows a decline 


in the non-medical use of 
prescription pain relievers 
among all age groups in the 
Commonwealth. Kentucky is 
also below the national av¬ 
erage for prescription drug 
abuse, for the first time. 

In addition to the work 
being done here in the Com¬ 
monwealth, Attorney General 
Conway reached across party 
lines to work with Attorney 
General Pam Bondi in Flor¬ 
ida to ensure that her state 
implemented an electronic 
prescription drug monitoring 
system similar to Kentucky’s 
KASPER system. Together 
they have worked to shut 
down the pill pipeline be¬ 
tween Florida and Kentucky 
and to see that all 50 states 
have prescription drug moni¬ 
toring programs in place and 
that all of the programs can 
share data across state lines. 

Keep Kentucky Kids Safe 

In 2010, General Conway 
launched the Keep Kentucky 
Kids Safe initiative with the 
Kentucky Justice Cabinet and 
its Office of Drug Control 
Policy, Kentucky Pharmacists 
Association, National Asso¬ 
ciation of Drug Diversion In¬ 
vestigators (NADDI), Opera¬ 
tion UNITE and concerned 
parents. Since its launch, 
Attorney General Conway 
and his partners have warned 
more than 30,000 students, 
parents and teachers about 
the dangers of prescription 
drug abuse. 

A recent survey has found 
that the percentage of Ken¬ 
tucky teens misusing pre¬ 
scription drugs has dropped 
dramatically over the past 
four years. According to the 


2012 Kentucky Incentives for 
Prevention School Survey, 
the use of prescription drugs 
among students without a 
doctor’s order has decreased 
steadily among sixth-, eighth- 
, 10th- and 12th-graders since 
2004. The declines have been 
the most significant since 
2008, when the Attorney 
General’s Office, along with 
state lawmakers and other 
agencies across the Common¬ 
wealth, began intensifying ef¬ 
forts to fight prescription drug 
abuse. 

As part of the Keep Ken¬ 
tucky Kids Safe program, stu¬ 
dents are encouraged to par¬ 
ticipate in an annual statewide 
video PSA contest on the risks 
of prescription drug abuse. 
Additionally, high school se¬ 
niors whose lives have been 
affected by this issue can now 
apply for the Sarah Shay and 
Michael Donta Memorial 
Scholarships. The scholar¬ 
ships were created this year 
to help Kentucky students 
who have excelled in their 
personal and academic lives 
despite seeing firsthand the 
devastating consequences of 
prescription drug abuse.
